Tile G erm an new sp ap ers th erefo re, j 
believing a stro n g dbntral governm ent 
absolutely essential to the life of the 
G erm an republic, are vigorously o p ­ 
posing the republican se p arist m ove­ 
m e n t in B avaria, on th e grounds it 


would w eaken the dem ocratic m ove­ 
m ent and he playing -Alto th e hands 
of the Royalists. 
The plan for estab lish m e n t of seven 
sem i-republics in G erm any and A us­ 
tria , to be confederated like the U n it­ 
ed S tates, was being stro n g ly advo­ 
cated in Saxony. The newest p ro g ra m 
in this connection provided th e follow­ 
ing line-up:

Each republic would have a local 
p resident or governor, who would he 
under the co n fed eratio n ’s presid en t in 
m a tte rs of national im portance. - ** 
E ith e r Berlin or D resden would be 
the national capital.

Bruce Bielaski, chief of the bureau of 
investigation of the Department of 
Justice, in his testimony before tho 
Senate committee investigating brew­ 
ers and German propaganda. 
A total 
■ corrupton fund of $27,SSO,OOO 
was 
held by the German embassy iii W ash­ 
ington. 
Part of the millions spent in 
this country went for the purchase of 
newspapers and the printing and dis­ 
tributing of literature and part of it 
was sent to German consuls over the 
country. 
The testimony 
presented 
showed also that William 
Randolph 
Hearst was in high fa vo r with the 
German government and her 
propa- 
> gandists. Mr. Rielaski told the com- 
1 mittee that of all the newspapers pub­ 
lished in the United States, the Hearst 
organs “were the most pronounced in 
favor of Germany.” “There is no oth­ 
er man,” said Mr. Bieleski “whose at­ 
titude was so friendly to Germany.” A
